HAY-MARKET THEATRE. 

Last night, this Theatre wes again crammed to the slips, to 
witness Mr. Charles Keao’s impersonation of Hamlet. He was, 
as before, received with unbounded applause, and performed the 
character in his usual clever manner, and was again honored by a 
boisterous cail at the end of ibe Tragedy. Mr. Stricklond gained 
much applause as Polonius ; Mr. Buckstone made the house roar 
with laughter as the Grave-digger ; Perkins was a very good re- 
ptesentstive of the King, and Mr. Hemmiog was gentlemanly 
as Horatio; we were not, however, very will plessed with the 
style of bis dressing the part. A Miss Pelham, from the Dublin 
Theatre, made her first appearance #s Gertrude, and played the 
character in a respectable manner. Miss Taylor, as Ophelza, plays 
excellently, and Jooks very interes\ing ; in our opinion ehe is 
the best representative of the character on the stage ;—she gained 
a great deal of applause in her mad-scene. Buckstone’s two laugh- 
able Farces, Nicholas Flam, and Uncle John, concluded ; they 
were both wortbily played, Farren beiog egsin spplanded most 
heartily inthe latter piece, and as Nicholas. Buckstone’s Shrimp 
was as amusing as ever.
